Using The Radio 

PHONES - plug in 1/8-inch stereo earphones for private listening or 
the supplied FM antenna to enhance the FM reception through 
the built-in speaker. 

Note: Connecting earphones disconnects the radio's built-in 
speaker . 

VOL - turn to adjust the volume. 

ON/OFF - slide to turn the radio on and off. 

TUN - rotate to select your favorite station. 

FM ST/FM/AM - slide to select the band. 

Note: If you set FM ST/FM/AM to FM ST, the FM STEREO indicator lights 

when the radio receives an FM stereo station. If FM stereo 
reception is weak, set FM ST/FM/AM to FM. 

Note: The radio's AM antenna is built-in. For the best AM reception, 

adjust the radio's position. 
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FCC Statement
